REMEMBER THE 



ALAMO! 



i 



, The siege of the Alamo lasted from February 
23, 1836 td March 6, 1836. The Mexicans under 
Santa Anna numbered between four and five 
thousand troops. The Texans were less than 
two hundred in number. Their accurate fire 
killed hundreds of Santa Anna's soldiers. When 
the battle started, the Mexican leader hoisted a 
ted flag, threatening no quarter. And there were 
no survivors, regardless of what you read about 
it in "fiction." 

What you are now going to read are pages 
from the diary of one of the men who fought 
until the end: 

FEBRUARY, 23: Early this morning the 
enemy came in sight marching in regular or- 
der and displaying their strength to the great- 
est advantage in order to strike us with terror. 
But they'll find that they have to do with men 
who never lay down their arms as long as they 
can stand on their legs. • 

We held a short council of war, and found 
that we would be completely surrounded and 
overwhelmed by numbers, if we remained in 
die town, so we concluded to withdraw to the 
fortress of Alamo, and defend it to the last 
extremity. We accordingly filed off in good 
order, having some days before placed alT the 
surplus provisions, arms and ammunition in the 
fortress. We had had a large national flag made, 
which was composed of thirteen stripes, red and 
white, alternately, on a blue ground with a 
large white star of five points in the center. 
Between the points were the letters TEXAS. 

As soon as all our little band, about one 
hundred and fifty in number, had entered and 
secured the fortress in the best possible manner, 
we set about raising our flag on the battlements. 
The enemy marched into Bexar and took pos- 
session of the town. A blood red flag flying at 
their head indicated that we need not expect 
quarters if we should fall into their clutches. 
In the afternoon a messenger was sent from the 
enemy to Colonel Travis, demanding an un- 
conditional and absolute surrender of the gar- 



rison, threatening to put every man to the sword 
in case of refusal. * 

The only answer he received was a cannon 
shot. So the messenger left with a flea in his 
ears. The Mexicans commenced firing gren- 
ades to us, but without doing any mischief. At 
night, Colonel Travis sent an express to Colonel 
Fanning at Goliad. It took about three or four 
days to march from this place, to let him knew 
that we were besieged. 

FEBRUARY, 24: Very early this morning 
the enemy commenced a new battery on the 
banks of the river. They were about three hun- 
dred and fifty yards from the fort. And by 
afternoon they amused themselves by firing at 
us from that quarter. Our Indian scout came in 
fhU evening and with him a reinforcement of 
thirty men from Gonzales, who are just in the 
nick of time to reap a harvest of glory. But 
there is some prospect of sweating blood before 
we gather it in. 

FEBRUARY, 25: The firing commenced early 
this morning. But the Mexicans are poor en- 
gineers for we haven't lost a single man. And 
our outworks have sustained no injury. Our 
sharpshooters have brought down a consider- 
able number of stragglers at a long shot. I got 
up before the peep of day, hearing an occasion- 
al discharge of a rifle over the place where I 
was sleeping. I saw my friend ana he had made 
every shot count. 

The enemy had been busy during the night 
and threw up two batteries on the opposite 
side of the nver. The battalion of Matamoras 
is posted there. And cavalry occupy the hills to 
the east and on the road to 'Gonzales. They are 
determined to surround us, and cut us off from 
reinforcements or the possibility of escape by 
sortie. Well, there's one thing they cannot pre- 
vent! We will still go ahead and sell our bves 
at a high price. 

FEBRUARY, 26: Colonel Bowie has been 
taken sick from over-exertion and exposure.

He did not leave his bed today until twelve 
o'clock He is worth a doxen common men in a 
situation like ours. My friend keeps the whole 

girrison in good heart with his songs and jests, 
e is about the quickest on the trigger and the 
best rifle shot we have in the fort. I have al- 
ready watched him bring down eleven of the 
enemy. And at such a distance that we all 
thought it would be a waste of ammunition to 
try it. 

His gun i$ first rate and quite equal to mine. 
This day a small party sallied out of the fort 
for wood and water. And had a slight skirmish 
with three times their number from the division 
under General Sesma. My friend headed them 
and beat the enemy off, after killing three. % 

FEBRUARY, 27: The cannonading began 
early this morning. Ten bombs were thrown 
into the fort, but fortunately they exploded 
without doing any mischief. So far it has been 
sort of tempest in a teapot. Provisions are be- 
coming scarce and the enemy are endeavoring 
to cut off our water. If they succeed, it would 
be bad for us. 

i 

FEBRUARY, 28: Last nieht our hunter 
brought in some corn and had a brush with a 
scout from the enemy beyond gun shot at the 
fort. They put the scout to flight and got in 
without injury. They bring accounts that the 
settlers are flying in all quarters in dismay and 
leaving their possessions to the mercy of the in- 
vader. Buildings have been burnt down and 
farms laid waste. Santa Anna appears deter- 
mined to verify his threat and convert the 
blooming paradise into a howling wilderness. 

The cannonading continued at intervals dur- 
ing the day. And all hands were kept up to 
their work. The enemy, somewhat emboldened, 
draws nigher to the fort. So much the better. 
There was a move in General Sesma's division 
toward evening. 

FEBRUARY, 29: Before daybreak, we saw 
General Sesma leaving his camp with a large 
body of cavalry and infantry and move off in 
the direction of Goliad. We think that he must 
have received news of Colonel Fanning's com- 
ing to our relief. We are all in high spirits at 
the prospect of being able to give the rascals 
a fair shake on the plain. 

The enemy had planted a piece of ordnance 
within gun shot of the fort during the night. 
And the first thing in the morning, they com- 
menced a brisk cannonade point blank against 
the spot where I was snoring. So I mounted the 
rampart. The gun was charged again, and a 
fellow stepped forth to touch her off, but be- 
fore he could apply the match I got him in my 
sights. A second, a third, a fourth and a fifth 
went for the match. But they got in my sights. 



So the whole party gave it up as a bad job. 
They hurried off to camp, leaving the cannon 
ready charged where they had planted it. 

MARCH, 1: The enemy's forces have been 
increasing in numbers daily, notwithstanding 
they have already lost about three hundred men 
in several assaults they have made upon us. 
Colonel Bowie's illness still continues. But he 
manages to crawl from his bed every day that 
his comrades may see him. His presence alone 
is a tower of strength. The enemy becomes 
more daring as his numbers increase. 

MARCH, 2: This dav the delegates meet in 
general convention at the town of Washington 
to frame our Declaration of Independence. That 
the sacred instrument may never be trampled 
on by the children of those who have freely 
shed their blood to establish it, is the sincere 
wish of David Crockett. 

MARCH, 3: We have given over all hopes 
of receiving assistance from Goliad or Refugio. 
Colonel Travis spoke to the garrison and con- 
cluded by telling them, in case the enemy 
should carry the fort to fight to the last gasp. 
And render their victory even more serious to 

them than to us. This was followed by three 
cheers. 

MARCH, 4: Shells have been falling into the 
fort like hail, but without effect during the 
day. About dusk, in the evening, we observed 
a man running toward the fort. Pursued by 
about half a dozen of the Mexican cavalry. My 
friend recognized the old man. He went out to 
help him and I followed close after. We fought 
and then got back again into the fort. 

MARCH, 5: We are outnumbered and al- 
most finished . . ." 

The Alamo was to become a battle cry. For 
on April 21, they first raised it, shouting, 
"Remember the Alamo 1" Led by Sam Houston, 
the Americans smashed the Mexican forces and 
took Santa Anna prisoner. Or if you want to be 
technical it was " The Texans" who did it. 

This was part of our West and part of the 
growth of the United States. To my way of 
thinking it is a battle cry that should often be 
repeated: "Remember the Alamo!" For there 
is somthing about the human courage when 
it feels the cause is just that; gives the spirit 
the ability to fight against overwhelming odds. 
Had Santa Anna come to terms in a sensible 
way the course of history might have been dif- 
ferent. Like dictators before and after him, he 
was drunk with power. He just didn't know 
when to stop. And that handful of brave men 
changed the course of events.
